TEMPERATURE TESTS. 


Interesting Experiments "With Bal- 


loons Conducted at Berne. 


The results of recent experiments to 


test tie temperature at very high alti- 
tudes have just been published by the 
university authorities at Berne, says a 
cable dispatch from Geneva to the Chi- 
cago Inter Oceau. A paper balloon 
burst at a moderate height, an india 
rubber one passed 30.000 feet, at which 
height the instrument to gauge the al- 
titude stopped v, orkiiig.

Above 13.000 
meters the mercury iu the thermometer

L. James and Smythe & Smythe has 
brought suit in. the Common Pleas 
Court against George Ashley et al, 
naming nine other defendants compris- 
ing Local 162 Unitedi Brewery Wodk- 
men of America. He alleges that these 
and other members of Local Union 162 
United Brewery Workers caused to be | 
published' in newspapers of said city 
a false and malicious label, towit: Tlhat 
Graef Brothers, by which firm, name 
plaintiff is meant, ihad beea placed on 
the unfair Jist by the Newark Trades 
Union and Labor Council. 


(By the publishing of this alleged li- 


bel plaintiff claims: to have been in- 
jured, particularly among laboring 
men and members of labor organiza- 
tions, im the sum of $1000, and in ad- 
dition that he has been, damaged in 
his standing and reputation, in the sum 
of $3000.

STRIKE SETTLED. 


Williamr Graef has just received the 


following telegram from the Windisch 
Mulhauser Brewing company, makers 
of Lion beer, at Cincinnati: "Brewers 
strike is settled. Notify your cus- 
tomers." 


At Cincinnati last night Messrs. 


Hauck, Andrea and Jung, the Labor 
Committee of the Brewers' Exchange, 
entered into a contract with the repre- 
sentatives of the brewerr workers' 
union, by which everything was set* 
tlod, and the boycott on the beer man- 
ufactured by members of the Brew- 
ers' Exchange is raised; that is, all 
union men can trom. today oni drink 
beer manufactured by the members of 
the 
exchange 
without 
violating 


pledges to their unions. 


Under the contract 'the brewery 


owners have the right to employ and 
discharge whom they please, So long 
as those persons are members of thy 
brewery workers' union. 


The men employed at present in 


the breweries who are not union men 
must join the uniom or quit. 


The hours and wages remain the 


same as under the old contract. 


The only other matter to be settled 


was the question of the position of 
the engineers and nremeni in the Cin- 
cinnati breweries. It will be remem- 
bered that they were expelled from 
'the Central Labor Council, and that 
after that their charter was revoked 
by the International Union of Station- 
ary Engineers. The members of the 
Brewers' Exchange declined to go in- 
to any contract until this question, was 
settled. The result was that President 
Lighthall of the International Union 
of Stationary Engineers, last evening 
appeared at the offices of the Brewers' 
Exchange and agreed to restore the 
charter of the local organization, cf 
Stationary 
Engineers. 
This was 


necessary in order that a contract 
might be signed with the members of 
the Brewers' Exchange. 


For instance, members of tine Cin- 


cinnati organization of Stationary En- 
gineers and Firemen became non- 
union workmen from the time their 
charter was revoked by the national 
officers, and in order that they may 
become union workmen again their 
reinstatement is necessary- President 
Lighthall agreed to this last evening, 
and this ended the matter.
